Record breaking low tem pera­ 
tures caused $50,000,000 in d a m ­ 
age to the hundred million dol­ 
lar crop, experts declared after 
a survey today. 
Imperial valley’s tomoto and can- 
teloupe crops virtually vere wiped 
out as the mercury sagged to 13.5 
on the dssert, more than 100 degrees 
colder than summer temperatures. 
Lowest Ever Recorded 
It wa.s the lowest temperature ever 
recorded ir. the valley, where dam ­ 
age was estimated at $4,000,000. 
In the San Bernardino citrus belt 
the thermometer dropped to 17, low- i 
est in 67 years. 
Temperatures be­ 
low 20 were the rule in other citrus I 
a roas.
